Almost a year has passed sine 


the invasion, but bodies still ar 
being pulled from the heaped deb 
ris by French workers trying t 
bring some order out of the chao 
created by bombs and shells. • 


Not much progress has been 


made- in rebuilding the" batterec 
towns. About all anyone has been 
able to do is to remove the debris 
from the streets and haul awa] 
the worst of the wreckage. Somi 
houses have been patched up anc 
made habitable, but it will be 
many years before the towns can 
3e rebuilt. 


Lack of building materials and 


transportation facilities are the 
principal problems rather than a 
shortage of labor. Until 
bricks, 


lumber and other material can be 
obtained there is little tlie French 
can do about restoring their homes 
and businesses. 


•St. Lo, scene of prolonged and 


bitter fighting, is the most rav- 
aged of all the Norman towns. 
Only a -fraction of the debris has 
been cleared away, and thc streets 
are walled in by piles of rubble 
which once were buildings. 


For a time the French con- 


sidered leaving St. 'Lo just as it 
-vas—a place where tourists could 


se» the havoc wrought by the fury 
of war. Finally they started try- 
Ing to clear up the wreckage, but 
they have barely made a start. 


Norman highways, like Norman 


towns, still bear the scan of war. 
They are pitted and rough, but 
the farmlands through which they 
pass show little traces of fighting. 
Nature has healed most of the 
gaping wounds left by bombs and 
shells, and cattle graze In peace- 
ful fields. 


Food is no problem In the coun- 


iry and in 'almost any small tow 
one can get an excellent meal o 
•egetable soup, 
beef, potatoc. 


^reen salad, whole wheat bread 
jutter and wine for about two do 
ars—a meal which would coit flv 
imes as much In Paris. 
Sugar, tea, coffee, chocolate 
pices and oils still are luxury 
terns, but the Normans are livini 
reli; 
So peaceful is the lush country 
ide that it is startling to come 
ow and then upon a field white 
vith crosses—the resting places o 
undreds of Americans who gave 
icir lives for thc liberation o 
urope and eventual defeat o: 
ermany. 
It is surprising, too, how many 
.' the graves are decorated with 
owers—placed there by French 
amilies who came to love the boys 
lleted in or near their towns, 
ach Sunday dozens of men, wo- 
en and children visit the ceme- 
ries and drop flowers on the 
-aves.

It is the American purpose to
